TOKYO (AP) - 
The great 


cities of China and some of the 
lesser ones are being trans- 
formed outwardly by the iconoc- 
lasic 
"Hed 
Guards." 
Under 


communism the cities already 
have 
lost much of their old 


flavor. 


Peking, Shanghai, Canton - 


these were cities whose names 
conjured up images of gaiety 
and international intrigue, and 


revolutionary plotting. 


Since 1949, Mao Tse-tung has 


altered their look and their feel, 
knocking down old vralls, erect- 
Ing ugly, functional buildings, 
cleaning them up to within an 
Inch of their former bourgeois 
lives. 


Time was when the Chinese in 


their long, blue gowns rolled 
silently 
through the narrow, 


muddy hutungs and back lanes 
of Peking, reclining luxuriously 
in 
rickshaws 
pulled by half- 


naked coolies. The rickshaws 
and the coolies are gone, replac- 
ed by the bicycle, an occasional 
automobile, 
tricycle, 
pedicar 


and shank's mare. 


Peking, capital of the world's 


most populous nation, is a politi- 
cal city. Its Mao-era buildings 
are 
new but dull. Apartment 


houses and stodgy government 
structures clash with the archi- 
tecture of the ancient palaces 
and 
the 
secluded, tile-roofed 


houses of the past. 


Bursting at the seams - the 


city's 
population has soared 


from two million before 1949 to 
nearly six million today. Peking 
is all bustle in the daytime, par- 
ticularly these days as squads 
of Red Guards roam far and 
wide, 
changing street 
signs, 


pasting up millions of portraits 
of Mao, festooning the buildings 
with red-bannered slogans. 


Until this year, the year of 


Mao's 
revolutionary 
purges, 


Peking's 
temples 
and 
old 


palaces were kept intact, pain- 
ted and refurbished to Impress 
foreign visitors with commu- 
nism's respect for religion and 
ancient culture. 


All this is changing under the 


adolescent 
blows of the Red 


Guards 
who 
have 
pillaged 


Buddhist, Taoist and Catholic 
centers, 
desecrated

treasures, defiled foreign ceme- 
teries.

for Marines

NEAR THE DMZ, Viet Nam 


(AP) - 
For the weary U.S. 


Marine battalions inching their 
way across the roof of South 
Viet Nam, the next hill is al- 
ways higher than the last, and 
there is always another hill. 


There is a bitter irony about 


the fighting that has developed 
in these remote, misty moun- 
tains on the border of South Viet 
Nam and the Communist North. 


The hill the Marines fought 


for and captured one day may 
be back in enemy hands the 
next. The Marines keep pushing 
on to the hill ahead. 


When the Marines move off a 


peak, North Vietnamese troops 
crawl back on. This military 
musical chairs could continue 
forever unless the Marines hold 
all the hills they fight for. 


But there are nearly as many 


hills up here as there are 
Marines in Viet Nam. 


The Marines took to the hills 


in an extension of earlier strate- 
gy that envisaged the annihila- 
tion of the enemy in the fertile 
valleys 
running up from 
the 


South China Sea. North Viet- 
namese 
troops 
were moving 


down into these valleys from 
across the Demilitarized Zone. 
High ground fascinates Marine 
strategists. 
They saw it loom- 


ing 
above 
the 
valleys 
and 


stretching in increasingly high- 
er tiers across to Laos, and into 
North Viet Nam. 


With the enemy thrown from 


the valleys, the Marines took to 
the high ground. It has been a 
long, tougli grind ever since.

Take the case, for example, 


of three men wbo bred pi- 
geons for a hobby. They had 
a series of bouts of pneumonia 
but their doctor could not find 
any evidence of a specific in- 
fection. 


After many t e s t s it was 


s h o w n that their d i s e a s e , 
called pigeon-b r e e d e r's or 
bird-fancier's lung, was a se- 
vere allergic reaction to pi- 
geon feathers. The same con- 
dition has been described in 
breeders of parakeets and is 
believed to be closely related 
to such other allergic lung dis- 
eases as farmer's lung, maple 
bark-stripper's d i s e a s e and 
mushroom-picker's disease. 


All these diseases, although 


forms of allergy, differ from 
asthma. The latter is due to 
inhaling pollens and affects 
the bronchial tubes, while the 
former may affect the tiny air 
sacs at the far end of the 
smallest bronchi. 


Ornithpsis (formerly called 


psittacosis or parrot fever) is 
a different matter. It is caused 
by a virus and, although it is 
m o s t commonly transmitted 
by parrots and parakeets, it 
may also be transmitted by 
pigeons, c a n a r i e s , d u c k s , 
chickens, turkeys and many 
other species. Although the 
virus usually makes the bird 
sick, immune birds may act as 
carriers of the organisms and 
if human beings inhale dust 
t h a t i s contaminated w i t h 
their nasal secretions or drop- 
pings, those persons are likely 
to get the disease. 


The usual incubation period 


is 7-14 days. Chills, f e v e r , 
headache and generalized ach- 
ing are f o l l o w e d by nose- 
bleeds and a dry cough. Often 
the diagnosis is not suspected 
until the victim remembers 
some o t h e r encounter with 
birds.

In her earlier sweep across the 
eastern part of the Communist 
island, she had laid waste to 
sugar fields. 


On the northwest coast, as the 


storm passed Wednesday night, 
Havana Radio said two persons 
were electrocuted and another 
drowned, bringing the storm's 
announced death toll in Cuba to 
four.

Inez is known to have killed 


more than 150 person in the

need periodic cleaning and 
checking if they are to con- 
tinue to perform their vital 
functions of providing drain- 
age of rain water. 


Often only the cleaning of 


leaves and debris is necessary. 
Now and then there may be 
damaged 
spots—rusted 
out 


areas to repair, clogged down- 
spouts to open. 


In the fall you may have to 


clean out g u t t e r s several 
times. Certainly they should 
be cleaned out before leaf- 
filled gutters jam up with ice 
during the winter months. 


If gutters overflow, check 


for 
clogging. 
The opening 


through which water from the 
gutter flows into the down- 
spout often becomes clogged 
with debris. 


Strainers of mesh or plastic 


are available which will pre- 
vent dirt and l e a v e s from 
flowing into the downspout 
and c a u s i n g trouble there. 
These strainers, set in the 
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Guard against 


leaking or 
overflowing 


gutters 


by regular 
inspection 


and cleaning 


openings, will have to be 
c l e a n e d periodically since 
leaves and twigs tend to pile 
up against them.

fore it drains through the 
downspout, then the down- 
spout may be clogged. Try 
tapping lightly along its side 
with a stick until the dirt falls 
through. 


If this d o e s n ' t work try 


dropping a weight on a rope, 
use a plumber's snake or force 
t h r o u g h a stream of water 
from the garden hose. 


Sometimes overflowing oc- 


curs because the pitch of the 
gutter is not right and the 
water does not flow toward 
the downspout. This is par- 
ticularly true in the spring 
after accumulations of ice and 
snow may have weakened the 
gutter. Hangers may have to 
be tightened, re-nailed; or per- 
haps additional ones installed. 
Check by pouring water in the 
suspected area. 


If water pours through the 


gutter rather than over its 
edge, then you have a repair 
job on your hands. 


Rust should be scraped off 


every time you inspect the 
gutters, for this is what eats 
away at the m a t e r i a l and 
opens up holes. Outside surf- 
aces should be painted. Inside 
surfaces should be coated with 
a roof coating. 


Prime the Surface 


If you find a tiny crack, 


sand and c l e a n thoroughly 
and prime the bare surface 
with a rust preventative paint. 
When that is dry, coat gen- 
erously with roof coating. 


Larger holes need patching. 


Over the primed metal spread 
a coat of asphalt. Press a 
patch into place while the 
asphalt is still wet and then 
coat with more liquid asphalt. 
Make certain that you cover 
the edges of the patch. 


For a patch use a piece of 


roofing, heavy aluminum foil 
(if the gutters are aluminum) 
or canvas. Pieces of metal 
can be used if they are the 
samfi material as the gutter. 
If different metals are placed 
together there will be a chem- 
ical reaction that will eat away 
at one or both metals. 


Keeping gutters free of dirt 


and debris will go a long way 
in keeping them from wearing 
out. Covering the gutter with 
wire mesh g u a r d s is some- 
times done where leaves are 
heavy. It's a debatable prac- 
tice since dirt still seeps 
through and there is the add- 
ed work of removing 
the 


guards to clean the gutters. 
Leaves also accumulate on 
top.

Japan Works to Shake 
'Shoddy Goods' Label 


Kenkichi Ito's smile was similar to that, of a gracious host- 


ess stuck with the party bore. Ho. director of the sewing ma- 
chine division of the Japan Light Machinery Information 
Center, had just been asked a question painful to him and to 
Japanese manufacturers. 


"What about all this talk about shoddy merchandise being 


shipped to the United States?" 


"We admit," Ito explained recently, "that such a charge 


was true but this was before 1956." 


He pointed out that, as a result of the bad reputation Ja- 


panese products were getting around the world, the govern- 
ment stepped in 10 years ago to change the situation. 


All appliances being shipped from Japan now must pass 


government inspectors before they receive a Japanese in- 
dustrial seal. Those without the "JL" seal cannot be exported. 


In addition to checking equipment for materials used and 


for the workmanship, though, the government "insists au- 
thorized dealers must stock adequate parts, even for ma- 
chines 15 and 25 years old." 


This requirement is especially important in the case of Ja- 


panese sewing machines, Ito explains. Since Japan produces 
more than half the sewing machines in the world (62 per 
cent of sewing machines bought in the United States in 1965 
were made in Japan), the importance of quality control is 
apparent. 


However, there are two variables which the government 


finds difficult to control. Ito admits that many Japanese man- 
ufacturers turn out second-rate promotional items in their 
plants in Korea, Formosa or India. "These products," he 
stresses, "do not bear the label of being passed in Japan. 
They will bear the country of origin label." 


Another problem is controlling the retailer. "It is difficult 


to refuse to supply a product because a retailer is unethical 
in his sales or won't back up his guarantees." To protect her- 
self, the consumer needs to know what she is buying—the 
type of sewing machine she needs for the work she wants to 
do. He recommends she shop the stores, checking machines 
and their performance, and then buy from a reputable store 
with the best price on the particular model she wants. 


Through complaints to the Japan Light Machinery Infor- 


mation Center, which oversees the marketing of sewing ma- 
chines, consumer electronics, cameras, binoculars, watches, 
clocks and other items, a consumer can help keep shoddy 
appliances from being sold. The Japanese government does 
try to pressure manufacturers to control its outlets. 


The government currently is working to straighten out the 


mess of the "transistor radio rat race." 


_ "We feel," Ito says, "the Americans started the race and 
firms had poor quality units made in Japan to their specifi- 
cations. The governnient no longer allows manufacturers to 
put in dummy transistors or inadequate transistors."
